AcROSS NICARAGUA. 


Wasninetos, Aug. 26.—The announcement 
made to-day by Rear-Admiral Ammen that Gen. 
Grant is ready to serve as President of the 
Nicaragua Interoceanic Ship Company when 
invited by the Board of Directors, removes the 
seal of secrecy from two important facts, the 
first of which is that the quiet purpose Gen. 
Grant had in view during his tour through Eu- 
rope was to learn for himself what encourage- 
ment the constraction of an interoceanic canal 
would receive from European capitalists if the 
enterprise was in American hands; and the sec- 
ond is that the announcement of his willingness 
to accept the Presidency of this Company is 
made with nis approval, and as a flank move- 
ment on his so called friends, who have in spite 
of his wishes insisted on bandying his name in 
connection with a renomination for the Prest- 
deney of the Nation. The telegram received 
Rear Admiral Ammen on the 7th of this mou 
contained only two words, “I approve,” 
and what he approved could only be 
known to Admiral Ammen, inasmuch as the 
brief reply was an indorsement of the letter 
sent to Gen. Grant shortly after Admiral Am- 
men’s return from the Paris Congress, when 
be represented our Government in the delib- 
erations upon the selection of a route for the 
interoceanic canal. 

P GRANT'S FAVORITE PLAN. 

Admiral Ammen, who is the most intimate 
personal friend of Gen. Grant, they having 
been boys together, has, since he was 
placed upon the retired list, given bis undi- 
vided atteation to the promotion of the 
project for connecting the waters of the 
Atlantic and Pacific by a canal, and from 
observations and familiar relations with the 
surveying parties which have, during the past 
twelve years, been sent out by the Navy De- 
partment, he had formed the opinion that, all 
things considered, the Nicaragua route was the 
best. During the Presidential terms of Gen. 
Grant they had frequent consultations upon the 
subject, until it became known that the 
Nicaragua route was generally regarded by 
our officials as the most natural for the live of 
an interoceanic canal. After his return from the 
Paris Congress last spring the impression made 
upon Admiral Ammen’s mind there was con- 
firmed by consultation with eminent engineers 
in this country, in effect that the De Lesseops 
scheme was wholly at variance with the true 
object to be sought in building an interoceanic 
caval, and that the time bad arrived to counter- 
act any effort which the triends of the Isthmus 
scheme might put forward. 

CONSULTATION AT THE ANTIPODES. 

Admiral Ammen saw the importance of com- 
muvicating with Gen. Grant at once, and in bis 
letter he gave simply details of the situation, 
setting forth the necessity and the advantage of 
his taking an active interest in the question, and 
asking that, if he was willing, as suggested, and 
thougbt proper, be would send his approval of 
the suggestion by cable. 

But there were, in addition to the Admiral’s 
letter on this subject, two other letters con- 
veyed to Gen. Grant in the same envelope. 
One was a copy of a letter from a distinguished 
gentioman in public life to Admiral Ammen, 
expressing his aversion to Gen. Grant having 
anything to do with the proposed canal, and 
insisting that he should hold himself free to 
promote the interests of the Republican party. 

TIME TO LET HIM HAVE PRAOE. 


The other was the reply of Admiral Ammen 
to this letter, in which be said: “I — . 
Gen. Grant’s past services as a military wan 
and President of the United States for eight 
vears should exempt bim from any further de- 
mands upon his time for public life, and leave 
him a free agert to act on whatever demand 
might be made by any enterprise asking his 
services. 

It is this that Gen. Grant has approved, and 
he promptly indorses the letter of his friend 
Ammen, and authorizes him to say that his en- 
gacements are closed, and that be must not be 
considered a candidate for any political office in 
the United States. 

When asked if he recognized the style of Gen. 
Grant in his reported conversation with the 
Viceroy of Tientsin last June, Admiral Ammen 
replied: Every one who reads what Gen. 
Grant is reported to baye said, will recognize 
in it his method of e esston and bis character 
of thought.“ 

REMOVED FROM THE POLITICAL FIELD. 

“Is there anything more you would wish to 
add in counection with this important subject!“ 

„I know of nothing at present; in fact, you 
know all. My purpose in bringing the subject 
to his attention at the earliest moment was to 
relieve him from an annoyance concerning po- 
litical matters which I know is exceedingly dis- 
tasteful to him, and to enlist his support in an 
enterprise, the magnitude of which cannot be 
overestimated. His position now removes aim 
from the political canvass, for be has announced 
bis preference to serve the Company as soon as 
he returns to the United States, which will 
probabiv be in a very short time.“

the latest information concerning his wishes, 
was received on the 7th of this month!“

Mempnis, Tenn, Aug. 28.—The freaks of 
yellow-fever are as inscrutable as any other of 
the ways of Providence, The daily reports of 
the past week have been presenting alarming 
figures, with no reasonable cause visidle upon 
which to base a hope of ite abatement. To-day 
but three new cases are all the physicians re- 
port as coming within the radius of their prac- 
ties during the past twenty-four hours. Other 
names are down on the list, including three 
members of the family of Col. Prestidge, 
all of whom have had the fever, 
and are nom well oft tt. The 
physicians say the names were withheld 
from publication when they were first attacked 
tor prudential reasons. Now that they have re- 
covered tne names are entered on the new-case 
list, merely to heip up the record. The death- 
roll continues up to the epidemic proportions, 
the undertakers reporting eight deaths, two of 
which are colored. It would de a novel occur- 
rence if the plague should suddenly cease in 
the heat of the season so favorable to its propa- 
gation and spread, but that is too much to ex- 
pect. To-morrow’s regord may be as alarming 
asever. The following list embraces the whites 
among the new cases and deaths:

Ed Keating, Court Square 
Keeper, is reported very low, but his physician 
bas not reported his case as a case of yellow- 
fever yet. Dr. of the National 

of Health, to-day made a personal tour 
of all the camps, and expressed himself 
satisfied with the arrangements. He thinks 
that no detter plan of providing 
for the poorer class could have been suggested 
or carried out. The general health of Cam 
Father Mathew is reported excelieut by Dr. W. 
C. Cavanaugh, the surgeon in charge. The 
Doctor also states that but two cases of rellow- 
fever have yet occurred at the camp, and they 
were both contracted tm the city. One had the 
fever on him when he entered the camp, and 
charity alone prevented Father Waish from 
sending bim to the city for treatment. This 
man is now convalescent. Mr. Patrick Mc- 
Mahon, who died last week, had been suffering 
with chronic chills several weeks previous to 
entering the camp, and death resulted from a 
malarial complication, not yellow-fever, as was 
reported, There are now nearly 700 persons at 
Camp Father Mathew. 

A half-witted negro man changed the pro- 
gramme somewhat to-day by banging himself 
to the limb of a mulberry tree on his premises, 
corner of Auction and Third streets. No other 
cause is assiened than his dementedness. A 
negro hackman was found dead in his bed on 
Madison street this morming.

PDE YOUNG. 


His Article Relative to the Shooting of 
Kalloch, 

Sax FRANCISCO, Aug. 8. ro-morrow Charles 
De Young’s journal, the Chronicle, will publish 
the following article, in which fresh details were 
brought to light: 

“The causes which led to the shooting of I. 
8. Kalloch dy Charles Dé Young have been 
stated inso many ways by the newspapers of 
the city, and argued with so much prejudice 
against the latter by partisan enemies, that the 
true and real issues are lost sight of. In simple 


justice to Mr. De Young the Chronicle desires to 


give the public what it deems to be a true state- 
ment of the whole matter. The first question asked 
by everyone is, was the coarse and brutal attack 
on female members of the De Young household 
justified by anything that had appeared in the 
Chronicle, Mr. Kalloch wisned to be Mayor of 
San Francisco; the Chronic’e did not think him 
fit for the position. It supposed itself to be in 
possession of proof that he was licentious 
to a notorious degree, a fugitive debt- 
or, and a pretender to various 
virtues which did not adorn bis 
character. It printed an article written by a 
gentieman in Boston familiar with Kalloch's 
history, who strengthened his memory and en- 
forced his associations with quotations from 
court records and newspaper articles printed at 
the time of the reverend gentleman’s misdeeds. 
A close consideration of the testimony will con- 
vince any candid reader that the facts, consider- 
ing that Kalloch was a candidate tor an im- 
portant office, justified the publicity they re- 
ceived. 

Kalloch's friends, it will be remembered, 

have never justified his brutal attack on the 
mother of the De Youngs, except on the ground 
that the Boston record of his misdoings con- 
tained an attack on Kalloch's father. The fol- 
lowing is the paragraph alluded to; will anv 
fair-minded reader say after perusing it, that in 
its quiet tone it bears the slightest resemblance 
to the torrent of billingsgate poured from an 
impure soul against the mother of Charles De 
Young? 
Waile he (Kalloch) was at college his father be- 
came too familiar with some sisters of the flock 
over which he was established in Rockland. To 
escape exposure and the indignation and vengeance 
of the injured husbands, the elder Kalloch 
quietly settled bis affairs, and without ceremony 
severed his connection with the church. He im- 
mediately took passage for California, in which 
State he spent the remainder of bis existence, he 
having died some six or eight years 280. 

Would this 
justify, even allowing its full force, auch a 
tirade of vituperation, such a volume of foul 
obscenity as emanated from the Rev. J. S. Kal- 
loch at the Metropolitan Temple last Friday 
evening! But a minute examination of tle series 
of facts which led to the tragic occur- 
rence proves Kalloch's exeuse that he 
was defending the memory of his father to

The allusion to the father of Kal- 
loch was made on Friday morning, Aug. 22.

Nothing in reference 
to himsvlf bas ever appeared in it without his 
knowledge and approy The number which 
bears date Aug. 17, one week before he made 
his speech, contained this paragraph: 

The Chroniele ie very fond of republishing any 
libel that any obscure and worthless paper ma 

rint. How would the De Youngs like to see the 
Naphthaly Sun article republished? We hereby give 
them fair notice if they persist in pubiishing in the 
Chronicle dlackguard article against the Working- 
ingmen’s candidate for Mayor that we have secured 
a copy of that Sua, and we have got the nerve to 
reprint it in the Open Letter. We promise our 
readers sometbing rich if we should, as it shows 
the De Young brood up with electric light, 

„At that time the Boston dispatch in which 
allusions to Kalloch's father were made had not 
even taken sbape in the brain of its author, yet 
Kalloch, a week before he could have known or 
even suspected that bis father was to be alluded 
to, had, with true filiai foresight and a nuble 
disregard of pulpit decency, resolved to de- 
fend him. Was ever a son before inspired 
with so true a spirit of prophecy? There 
were other persons, it ap in the 
city that knew Kalloch intended to defame 
Charles De Young’s mother two or three days 
at least befors be actually achieved that infamy. 
The following article appeared in the Bulletin 
on the afternoon of Thursday, the 2lst instant:

THE ERUPP GUNS. 

The recent four days’ experiments with 
the new Knorr guns at Meppen, in Hanover, 
to which all the artillerists of the world were 
invited, have reeeived unusual attention in 
the foreign press and have awakened a very 
lively interest in the war departments of the 
foreign Powers. The results were simply 
astonishing, and promises to work a revelation 
in the science of warfare. Indeed, they may 
be regarded as taking a long step towards 
the ultimate suppression of war as an agency 
for the settlement of national grievances 
and quarrels, 

The reports of these trials occupy several 
columns in the English papers, but the salient 
points may be stated in short space. The 
ground upon which the experiments took 
place was triangular in shape, the line of 
fire, bisecting it from apex to base, being 
about ten and a half English miles The 
gun-platforms were arranged along the base, 
and the targets were placed at the two 
ranges of 2.187 and 2,734 yards. At a dis- 
tance of 160 yards from the platforms case- 
mates were placed for the reception of 
armor-plates, such as are used for 
the defense of the heaviest vessels. 
to be fired at. The guns used 
were substantially all of the same type, and 
are constructed of steel, so that they will 
bear relatively to weight much greater pow- 
der charges than the English guns which are 
made of iron or iron and steel compounded, 
and, being longer m proportion to calibre, 
they have time and space in which to burn 
these charges to advantage. They are also 
all breech-loaders, and are all rifled by a 
large number of shallow grooves separated 
by very narrow land!“ Muzzle-loading 
has been entirely discarded by Herr Kavpr, 
and his latest improvement in clusing the 
breech is said to be perfect. It is thus de- 
scribed by the London Times correspondent : 
“ The principle is that a block of steel hav. 
ing a flat side towards the bore of the gun, 
and a cylindrical side slightly tapered so as 
to bea portion of a much elongated cone 
rather than of a cylinder towards the rear, 
slides in an opening of similar sbape, which 
is at right angles to the bore, and immedi- 
ately in front of the rear sights. When this 
ock of steel, which may be called the 
breech-plug, is withdrawn as far as it will go, 
it leaves the tube of the gum free; and 
when it is replaced, so as accurately to fill 
the cavity in which it is received, the breech 
is perfectly closed.” In perfecting this sys- 
tem, Herr Kerr has also secured a perfect 

ion agamst the escape of emoke to 
the rear. It is said that, in all these experi- 
ments, there was not as much smoke from 
any discharge as would be produced by one 
cigar, sothat men working these guns in a 
turret would not experience any inconven- 
ience. The rifling of the large guns is by

When 
ships are constructed so strong that they 
cannot be pierced, or cannon so powerful 
that no vessel can come within their range 
or armies cannot approach within three or 
four miles of them, then war manifestly 
becomes an impossibility; and such a time 
Herr Knvrr is evidently accelerating. There 
is a limit to the armament which vessels can 
safely carry, and it would seem as if the pen- 
etrating power of Krurr’s guns had already 
exceeded that limit in their penetrating 
power. From the same standpoint, the op- 
erations of an army against any locality 
defended by such guns seems like a bur- 
lesque. The Peace Society should stimulate 
creative genius in this direction if it wishes 
to hurry up the Millennium.

VALUE OF THE ILLINOIS WHEAT CROP. 
The young gentleman—or old gentle- 
man, as the case may be—who edits the 
“ Tilinois Crop Reports” at Springfield com- 
piles the information furnished him with 
commendable industry, but when he ventures 
into original matter he is apt to get a little 
wild. In the report issued Aug. 12, after 
giving the table showing the average yield of 
wheat in this State since 1859, and the ag- 
gregate production of each year, he ventures 
to add the following information of his 
own : 
** The value of the present crop is nearly forty 
millions of dollars ($39,930,639), which, owing 
to the low average price (87 cents) per bushel when 
compared with former years, will not return the 
producer as large returns as the 1864, 1366, and 
1867 crops. The 1864 wheat crop of 33,371,173 
bushels at $1.55 per buebe! returned the producer 
$51,725,318. ‘The 1866 wheat crop of 28,551, 421 
bushels, valued at $1.93 per bushel, droucht 
$55, 104,243. The following crop of 1557, of 28, - 
000, 000, at $1.97, was valued at $55, 160, 000. 
The wheat crops of 1866 and 1867 were 
generally small, and the price of wheat pro- 
portionately high. Nevertheless, let us see 
what the actual facts were in those years. 
In July, 1864, greenbacks were worth 38.7 
cents, and $1.55 in greenbacks was equal to 
60 cents in coin. In 1866, at the same date, 
the greeubaeck dollar was equal to 66 cents, 
and $1.93 was equal to $1.28. In 1867 the 
greenback was equal to 71 cents m paper, and 
$1.97 was about $1.41 in coin. Upon these 
facts it will be seen that the wheat crop of 
1879, at 87 cents per bushel, returned to 
the producer a greater sum in actual 
money than did the crops of 1864, 1866, or 
1867. The following are the figures: 
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The statistician at Springfield will dis- 
cover that the wheat crop of 1879, despite 
the low average price per bushel, will return 
the producers more then twice as much as 
did the crop of 1864, and even more than 
dd the crops of 1866 and 1867, when, owing 
to the scarcity, wheat was unusually high. 
The value of the crop does not depend alone 
on the nominal price received per bushel, 
but is to be measured by the value of the 
money in which the price is computed.

SHERMAN ON SILVER. 

Mr. Secretary Sunuumm was an original 
anti-silver man. As long ago as 1668 he 
proposed in Congress to abolish the silver 
dollar altogether, and he also proposed to re- 
duce the quantity of gold in the gold coin 
some 5 tq 10 per cent, so as to reduce the 
gold dollar to 90 or 95 cents on the dollar of 
its present value. If we mistake not, he sug- 
gested that creditors ought to be very glad 
to get that much in payment of what was 
due them. It is possible that he knewof the 
demonetization of silver coin in 1873, because 
it contained too mach silver, bat, whether 
he did or not, he made himself more con- 
spicuons to the square inch in opposing the 
remonetization of silver than any other man 
in the country. In his recent speech, deliv- 
ered at Steubenville, Mr. Sunau referred 
to the silver question. 

He states that he objects to the free coin- 
age of a silver dollar worth only 88 cents; 
that the United States ought not to stamp a 
dollar worth only 85 cents; that, when the 
free coinage of silver and gold were adopted 
in 1793, Hamrurow and Jzrrzenson took 
great care that the bullion in both dollars 
should be of precisely the same value.” 
This is somewhat of a new reading of history. 
In the first place, prior to that time a silver 
Collar coined by Spam was in general use by 
all countries; it was in general use in this 
country; and was the dollar by which all 
commercial transactions were measured. 
Hmm and Jerrzrson took good care” 
that in establishing American eoinage the 
American “ dollar” should correspond “ pre- 


cisely” with the then existing and standard | 


„dollar. They provided that the Ameri- 
can dollar should consist of 371) grains 
of pure silver, and that it should 
be the unit of value. 4 gold 
coinage was provided for, the smallest piece 
being $2.50. An effort was made to make 
the gold coin represent an equal value per 
dollar with the silver dollar, but it failed, 
and from that date to this the bullion value 
of gold and silver in American coin has 
never precisely agreed. It was never ex- 
pected that they would agree; certainly no 
provision was made or attempted that they 
should agree. Hamiutow and Jzrrznson 
were too sensible and too practical to at- 
tempt to make the bullion “ values” of the 
gold and silver coins correspond. The law 
simply provided that 371} grains of pure ail- 
ver should be the American dollar, and no 
other coin of that denomination was provid- 
ed for. Mr. Sumi says: - 

n 1837, fifteen ounces of silver bulhon were 
not equal to one cance of gold, and so our fathers 
changed the ratio tosixteen ounces of silver to one 
of gold.” 

The ordinary reader would understand from 
this, that in 1837 1t was found necessary wo 
increase the bullion in the silver dollar in 
order to make that dollar equal in value to 
gold. In point of fact, the reverse was the 
truth. Ia 1733 gold was regarded as the 
secondary metal, and the weight of gold to 
correspond with silver coin was gutssed at. 
Bat little gold was coined, and, there being 
too much of it in the coin, it was sold as 
bullion. In 1837 Congress reduced the 
weight of all the gold coins so as to reduce 
their bullion value to that of the standard 
silver dollar. Subsequent gold .discoveries 

the value of that metal, and down 
to 1876 the American silver dollar was worth 
from 102 to 104 in gold. 

The silver dollar has never been 
It has always contained 371} grains of silver, 
no more and no lesa. The “dollar” of the 
United States has been 371; grains of pure 
silver, without reference to how much gold, 
copper, flour, wheat, corn, dry goods, or 
whisky would purchase. The dollar is 
the same now that it bas ever been. The 
only guarantee, promise, or obligation as- 
samed by the Government is that the dollar 
should contain 371; grains cf pure silver. 

The Secretary's statement that silver dol- 
lars remain in the Treasury applies equally 
to gold and to greenbacks ; all surplus money 
finds it way to the Treasury, owners taking 
certificates for it. If the silver dollar was 
worth 83 cents only, everybody would use 
it in preference to paper or gold. Both gold 
and silver being bulky, they remain on de- 
posit, and there is fully as many silver dol- 
lars in circulation as there are gold dollars.

At Pittsburg, we believe, 
some two years ago, A Quarter to Eleven“ 
under another name was subjected to the test 
of public opinion, and even with such an actor 
as Mr. John K Owens in the leading role 


no popularity was obtained, and the press 
gave it no flattering recognition. But since 
Lhen, we are told, the play has been reconstruct- 
ed, the chief parts elaborated, and many of its 
faults have been remedied. If the-work pre- 
sented last night has undergone the improve- 
ments these alterations would seem to indicate, 
the play originally must have been an extraor- 
divary dramatic composition, for as we bave it 
there is in the work very little to praise but 
very much to condemn. In the first piace, there 
is no plot to it—thatis no plot worthy of the 
name; there is no ag of incidents 
together; there is no development of 
one scene from another; no movement 
of events to a conclusion. Certainly there is 
a meagre sort of a story runuing through it—a 
scrap here and a scrap there—which wanders 
down the stream of a wishy-washy dialogue 
without arudder, until it is lost in the vague 
ocean of a happy ending for all the good char- 
acters and a miid snub for the villain of the 
piece. There is no development of character to 
speak of, and in the five acts there is not one 
situation—a situation that can be called dra- 
matic. To sit down and closely analyze the 
play would necessitate the recital of the entire 
story, such as it is, and, as we consider it 
unworthy of stage representation, itis decidedly 
unworthy of space in a newspaper. Let as say, 
however, that, in spite of the bad dramatic con- 
struction, the point less dialogue and the trifling 
incidents scattered through “A Quarter to 
Eleven,“ the idea which the author endeavors to 
make clear is one upon which a strong play 
might be built, aud this idea is, as we grasp it, 
to level the shafts of satire at the f@llies, the 
shallowness, and the corruption of sociai and 
political lite at Washington. 

In the leading part Afr. Hbeneezar Barncastle 
(Mr. John Dillon) we have an impecuntous po- 
litical hanger-on, a character which for individ- 
uality cannot be compared to the prominent 
American figures which, fortunately or unfor- 
tunately, have strutted upon the stage—the 
Slotes, the Se lers, or even the Pennington Pem- 
brokes. The character is little else than an out- 
line, and the actor makes the most of his out- 
line. A young politician, Zachariah, who, 
elected to Con arrives m Washington, 
forgets the girl he is betrothed to in the society 
of a female lobbyist, is ruined financially, and 
finally is rescued by the countrygir! he had dis- 
carded. This part was played by Mr. Edwin 
Thorne, and he conscientiously did his work, 
but bis opportunities for atting were few. The

Lester Wallack has been interviewed by a 
writer in the New York Herald. After stating 
that he nas engaged Miss Ada Dyas as leading 
lady for next season, and that be would open 
his season with a play by Boucicault, in which 
that actor would appear, be gtves his views upon 
taste and management. 

“ The traditional policy of management,“ said 
Mr. Wallack, must always be modified or 
changed according to existing public taste. Now, 
there is no such thing as traditional taste, as 
well as traditional policy, and during my man- 
agement the ‘traditional’ tasteof the public has 
undergone a very material change. But I still 
tollow and always bave followed the plans with 
which my father first opened the old Wallack's 
Theatre, which were to give comedy and melo- 
drama, together with plays of a character in 
which mipgie the elements of both. There bas 
deen no season during which I have conducted 
the management when these plang have not 
been carried out.” 

“But bave not what are known as the old 
comedies always formed the stapie attraction at 
Wallack’s?”’ 

Up to five or six years ago they bad formed 
a most important item in the programme of 
amusements for a season, but pow, let them be 
pever so well acted and the scenery and acces- 
sories never so elaborate, they will not draw 
even tolerable houses.

WISCONSIN TOBACCO.

Epacsrron, Wis., Aug. %.—Nearly all of the 
tobacco raised in Wisconsin is produced by the 
three Counties of Rock, Dane, and Jefferson, 
and this little village of Edgerton is the market 
where buyers and sellers meet. The tobacco: 


market is quite dull at present, although buyers 
are offering to contract the erow crops at 
five and eight cents. The advices from New 
York indicate an advance in prices. Wisconsin 
leaf that could have been bought a month ago 
at 9 and 10 cents now readily commands 12 and 
15 cents, and holders are not at all anxious to 
sell at those figures. Late sales in New York 
include 1,150 cases of 1878 Wisconsin assorted 
lots at 9 and 11 cents, and fillers at 5 and 
6 cents. It is the opinion of many persons 
engaged in the business that there will be 
another advance in prices soon, and that tobacco 
will be in better demand than tor some time. 
The new crop in this vicinity continues to 
mature finely, the weather being decidedly 
favorable to that result. A large quantity ot 
Spanish and early seed-ieaf sorts has already 
been safely housed. Shipments last week were 
500 cases, mostly to New York.

Wasurneton, D. C., Aug. 25.—Mention was 
made in yesterday's Times ot the sudden appear- 
ance in this city of Frank Dixon, the brother of 
the Yazoo victim, and the reason for his hasty 
licht from Mississippi. On arriving here he 
found his mother ana sisters greatly grieved, 
and that only added to the nervousness caused 
dy the strain of excitement under which he has 
lived for several weeks past As de walked the 
streets yesterday he seemed to look suspiciously 
at every one be met, and the least sudden noise 
would startle him. He explained this by saving 
that he had not yet realized that he was among 
peaceable and friendly people, and that he still 
felt at times as though some one was about to 
attack bim. He, therefore, preferred not to 
talk much vesterday, and submitted only to a 
brief interview, which was outlined in these dis- 
patches. Frank Dixon resembles his murdered 
brother very much, being a trifle taller and sev- 
eral years younger. When told that he would 
be accurately reported in giving the first con- 
nected and true acconnt of the details of the 
Yazoo trouble, be seemed assured, and gave his 
statement of the entire affair with freedom and 
candor. 

He said that in order to give a clear idea of 
the cause of the Yazoo difficulties he must 

do Back TO 1875. 
There was some trouble then between the Dem- 
ocrats and the carpet-baggers, the former en- 
deavoring to drive the latter out of the county. 
In the County of Yazoo, Henry M. Dixon or- 
ganized a militia company of not more than 
twente men, of which he was Captain. The 
company was called Dixon's Scouts.“ and 
Barksdale, the murderer of Dixon, was one of 
ite members. It was the habit of the Demo- 
crats, whenever any dispute arose between them 
and the negroes, who were headed by the carpet- 
baggers, to send for Dixon's Scouts,“ whose 
presence always aliayed the fears of the people 
and insured quiet. In September, 1875, there 
was a Republican mass-meeting at Yazoo, and 
the Democrats were inyited to be present. 
Dixon, among others, went. As it afterward 
turned oat, everybody was armed, and, in a 
melee caused by some words between Dixon 
and a carpet-bagger named Morgan, the lights 
Were extinguished, and pistol-firing became gen- 
eral. That ended the bitter political fight. 
Some of the most obnoxious carpet-baggers fled 
from the ‘county, and there was no farther 
trouble with the Republicans of Yazoo. They 
were disorganized, and the Democrats, obtain- 
ing control, attributed their ascendancy to the 
* BRAVS AND GALLANT COMMANDER OF DIXON'S 
scouTs.”’ 

As the time for another election approached, 
some of the wisest of the Democrats, fearing 
that the negroes might again raliy and defcat 
the Democratic ticket, judiciously suggested 
that a compromise be effected with the negroes, 
whereby the latter should be allowed s repre- 
sentation on the county ticket. Capt. Dixon, 
| who had been the head of the so-called bull- 

dozers, was feared for his reckless courage, and 
at the same time respected for his open-handed 
truthfulness, more thau perhaps any other man 
in Yazoo. Accordingly, he was deputized by the 
Democratic Central Committee to treat with 
the negroes. He persuaded them that their in- 
terests would be better served by affiliation 
with the native whites than with the carpet-bag- 
gers, and assuring them that, if they would work 
with the Democrats, the latter would agree al- 
wavs to give them a percentage of the nominees 
for county offices. The negroes, or a majority of 
them at least, agreed to this compromise. It 


would otherwise have been forced to vote for 
Democrats exclusively, or not vote at all. One 
night the whites and blacks called upon Dixon 
in a large body and wanted aspeech. He told 
them hewas actuated by the purest motives 
and the kiadliest feeling toward the colored 
men; that he desi to rid the county com- 
pletely of carpet- rs, denouncing the latter 
as an incubus upon the whole people. He also 
told them that, as they seemed to regard him 
as the originator of the compromise, he would 
pledge himself to the faithful carrying out of 
the agreement, and that, it the white men re- 
fused to keep their promises, he would do all he 
could to carry out the agreement. The negroes 
held a grand jubilee, or barbecue, in that way 
ratifying the agreement whereby they were to 
have a share of the offices in 1877. 

When the ticket was announced in 1877 there

NOT ONE COLORED MAN ON IT. 

The Democrats seemed to think that they had 
the negroes in their power, and openly repudi- 
ated the agreement which Dixon had been au- 
thorized Ao make. Dixon insisted upon the 
Democrats keeping their promises to the ne- 
groes, but they refused, and he declined to act 
further with the Democratic party. W. H. 
Foot then came out as an Independent candi- 
date for Sheriff, and Dixon supported him. The 
Democrats defeated Foot, and it was after- 
ward charged, without denial, that they bad 
done so by stuffing the ballot-boxes. The Chair- 
man of the Democratic Committee, previous to 
this election, tried toinduce Dixon to become 
a candidate for Sheriff, but the latter deciined. 
Things continued in this way until the time 
came for nominating candidates in Yazoo this 
year. Several persons announced themselves 
as candidates for Sheriff, among others Dixon. 
No convention of Independents was held, but 
the negroes seemed to flock around Dixon, and 
there was every evidence that he would be 
elected. The Democrats held a convention and 
pat the name of one negro upon their ticket as 
a candidate for the Legislature. The negroes 
regarded this as a trick to catch their votes, and 
refused to be caught in that way. They remem- 
bered that the same effort was made in 1869, 
1870, and 1872, and remembered also that the 
Democrats were relentiess except when there 
was prospect of defeat. 

James A. Barksdale, a young man with polit- 
ical ambition, bad traveled through the county 
canvassing for a nomination as Chancery Clerk, 
and bad promised that if be was nominated he 
would 

RUN DIXON INTO THE RIVER, 
the latter being regarded as a dangerous man 
on account of his great popularity with both 
races. As the Democrats had failed in their ef- 
fort to make the negroes believe that Dixon was 
the worst enemy they had, the negroes arguing 
that whatever Dixon had done was upheld and 
counseled by the Democratic party, it was deem- 
ed necessary to get rid of Dixon, and Barksdale 
was nomivated for the puroose. The latter im- 
mediately proceeded to denounce Dixon on the 
stump wherever he spoke, and efforts were fre- 
quently made to involve the twocontestants in 
a quarrel, Upon one occasion Dixon, when at 
Benton, a town ten miles from bere, met Barks- 
Aale's brother, who boldly asserted that all his 
brother had said about Dixon was true. The 
latter denounced Barksdale as a lying scoun- 
drel, anda fight ensued. Dixon was set upon 
by a mob and badly — when he pulled out 
his revolver, kept the crowd at bay, and with his 
friend, Flannagan, entered his buggy snd left 
the town. That was on the 2ist of July, and 
for several days and nights bodies of armed 
men lay in ambush on the roads to shoot Dixon. 
The latter was not at home at that time, having 
gone to a friend’s house to have his battered 
head and eve doctored. The report became gen- 
eral that if Dixon went to Benton again 
HE WOULD BE KILLED. 

He was advised by his friends not to go home 
through Benton, but that of reckless 
bra which had marked his career from the 
first refused this counsel, and Dixon insisted on 
comp ine the shortest wav, Beuton being on 
the direct road to Yazoo City.

by at least 8.000 majority. At a Democratic 
mass-meeting held just previous to the men- 
aces of the mob on Dixon’s house, Congressman 
Singleton and the uncle of young Barksdale 
addressed the crowd. It was afterward decided 
to bold another large meeting on the 15th of 
August. This meeting was held, and it 
furnished the Democratic conspirators with 
another opportunity to damage Dixon. Reso- 
lutions were adopted declaring against Dixon, 
and in the report of the proceedings which a 
peared in the papers of the next dav the sta 
ment was made that two persons overheard 
Dixon announca dis intention of shooting Barks- 
dale on sicht. On the Monday morning follow- 
ing, Dixon addressed a note to the Secretary of 
the meeting denying that he had made such a 
threat, and demandirig the names of the two 
persons. This information was refused. 

Meanwhile the members of the Democratic

URGED BARKSDALE TO KILL DIXON, 

or the ticket would be defeated. On Tuesday 
morning Barksdale went to the store of Dr. 
McCormick armed with his shot-cun. McCor- 
mick is the Chairman of the Democratic Com- 
mittee, and took the place of a man named Har- 
low, because the latter could not be approached 
in the Dixon effair. McCormick knew that 
Barksdale intended to shoot Dixon, as did also 
a number of other Democrats who saw him 
with his gun. Instead of trring to prevent the 
personal encounter.“ which the Democrats of 
Mississippi now pretend so much to regret, no 
warning was given to Dixon, notwithstanding the 
fact that it was well known he would walk by 
the store that morning. About 9 o'clock he was 
passing by, when Barksdale stepped out and 
fired. Sixteen buckshot entered Dixon’s clothes, 
four pevetrating his back and shoulders, and 
four his right hand, so that he could not use his 
pistol with effect. It is stated that otner shots 
were fired from windows near by. 

The statement made in yesterday’s Times 
about the paper Dixon was preparing was ac- 
curate. Had he lived the paver would have 
been comoleted. His death was undoubtedly 
hastened to prevent the disclosure of the se- 
crets he was possessed of. An Independent 
mass-meeting had previously been arranged for 
the 20th, and, although Dixon was buried on 
that dav, the meeting was held. The Demo- 
crats tried to prevent it by threats, but the ex- 
tremes to which they had already gone had 
made them timid, and no further violence was 
attemoted. The Independents nominated a 
full ticket, giving the colored people several 
offices, and declared that they would stand by 
their ticket at all bazarda, 

DEFENDING IT WITH SHOT-GUNS, IF NECESSARY. 

The above is a stenographie report of Mr. 
Frank Dtxon’s statements to the Times corre- 
spondent. After bearing it read over, Mr. 
Dixon expressed his willingness to corrovorate 
it under oath. Io conclusion, ne said that there 
was not the leaet doubt in his mind that his 
brother was mardered by order of the Demo- 
cratic Committee, and he knows that the Chair- 
man of that Committee planned the assassins 
tion. Barksdale proved a willing tool, and he 
was selected to commit the deed. Had he 
refused or failed, there were forty or fifty others 
who would have done it. He save, further, 
that other plans of assassination bad been mace 
but none had proved successful. He has hea 
of men lounging about the alleys of Yazoo 
City, and even disguising themselves in 
women’s dress, with the purpose of killing his 
brother, but they were always foiled by acci- 
dent. He expects that there will be more kill- 
ing in Yazoo before the election is over. Had 
he remained there he would certainly have been 
killed. Fiannagan and a colored man who bad 
been an Independent candidate supported by 
Dixon 

HAD BEEN COMPELLED TO LEAVE, 
the latter sacrificing nearly all of his property. 

Mr. Dixon says that the condition of affairs in 
Yazoo City may be better understood when it 
is known that, although contrary to law, the 
prevailing custom is to carry revolvers, and it 
is not an infrequent thing to see men congre- 
gated together with their shot-cuns over their 
sheulders to regress personal grievances. For 
himself, he says, he never thought of going un- 
armed, and since the mob surrounded his 
brother’s house he never went to bed without a 
pair of pistols and a shot-gun bv his side. He 
does not believe that Barksaale will be indicted 
by the Grand Jury. If the Independent ticket 
ie given a fair chance, he says, it will be elected, 
as over two-thirds of the voters of the county 
are negroes, who will vote solidly for the Inde- 
pendent candidates.

THE TWO MEN, 

Heury M. Dixon, the man who was killed, has 
resided in Yazoo County since the War. 
Daring ali that time he has been a profes- 
sional gambler. He has killed, in private 
difficulties, a negro and a white man,—Mr. 
Samuel Harrison: in political affrays, a white 
man,—Dick Mitchell, a Republican; and he was 
the leader of a squad called Dixon’s Scouts, 
whoare said to have hung five or six negroes 
during the riots of 1875. From ove of these, 
Pattison, who had been a member of the Leg- 
islature, he took $1,500, with the promise to 
send it to Pattison’s sisters, who reside in Ohio, 
but the money was never sent. In 1876 the 
County Treasurer of Yazoo County was robbed 
of $30,000. This money Dixon and his gang were 
believed by nearly every cit'zen of Yazvo Coun- 
ty to have taken. No great efforts were ever 
made to recover this money, or to discover who 
the robbers were. Samuel Harrison, a Dem- 
ocrat, undertook it, and ch that Dixon was 
the robber; for doing so Dixon kilied him, 
without ceiving him a chance for his life. A 
packed jury acquitted Dixon, and no other per- 
son was willing to take the task upon himself, 
as it was well understood that to make the at-

Dixon, finding that bis trusty 
weapon had failed bim, and that he was about 
to meet the fate be had upon three other oc- 
easions meted out to others, turned to run, 
when Barksdale’s gun cracked. and he received 
the load just under the shoulder blade. Dixon 
ran into an alleyway, crying murder,“ and 
partly up a flight of steps, where he halted and 
fired four times through the doorway at Barks- 
dale, who remained standing in the street. 
When the smoke had cleared away, Barksdale 
fired a second 1 but the load went into the 
doorway. Dixon fell and died at 4:30 o’clock 
that evening. Barksdale surrendered to the 
Sheriff and was placed in jail. Two days after 
he was admitted to bail by the Magistrate’s 
Court in $15,000. Persooscharged with murder 
cannot. be bailed in this State; so they must 
have graded the crime, if crime it was, to man- 
slaughter. The Circuit Court meets in Decem- 
ber, when, if he is indicted, he will be tried. 
His friends and those most dear tohim are 
satisfied at bis course, and he would not hesi- 
tate to be tried by any fair-minded jury in Ken- 
tucky or elsewhere.

HONORABLY ACQUITTED. 

A few days ago Mr. William Harlev, the pro- 
prietor of a large clothing estabiishment on 
Milwaukee avenue, was arrested on the com- 
plaint of his servant-girl, Jobanna Giessing, 
charging him with an attempt to make a crim- 
inal assault upon her. The case came up yester- 
dav before Justice Walsh. The girl made her 
statement, which was supported by no other 
evidence. Mr. Harlev, a gentleman of respecta- 
bility and standing, testified that the girl had 
been in his employ; that bis wife had gone out 
of the city for a few day, and left him with 
his son. aged 14 years, and this servant:

He at once told her that she 
was dismissed, and insisted on ber leaving the 
house at once. Mr. Harlev's statement was cor- 
roborated by his son, and Mr. Emil Deier, the

high standing, testified to Mr. Harlev’s b 
character. he Justice perematorily dismissed 
the charge. The girl, it is understood, will be 
prosecuted by Mr. Hariev. 


FRIEDBERQG’S BRICK. 

Lion Andrews, formeriy doing a pawnbrok- 
ing business, was vesterday arrested upon war- 
rants sworn out by Lesser Friedberg, charging 
him with perjury and with swindling.

What Spaaiding Is Thought to Have Said.

[We are not aware of any movement to pay 
off and retire the Treasury notes. They are do- 
ing very well, and 99 men in 100 are perfectly 
satisfied with them. We don’t remember what 
Spaulding said about Treasury notes when the 
first batch was issued. The first fifty million 
issue was made receivable for duties in lieu of 
coin, and were not reissued, but retired as fast 
as they came into the Treasury. The sec- 
ond. issue was 150 .miilions:, and not 
receivable for duties, and not redéemable in 
coin on demand; but were reissued and paid 
out as fast as received for postage, internal rev- 
enue, and public land. They immediately fell 
into a discount, and depreciated, and fluctuated, 
and were never of the same value for two days 
together. As fast as subsequent issues 
were made, the depreciation increased, 
and they dropped down, in 
power very fast, while the fluctuations in value 
grew more violent. Congress was at last 
obliged to make a solemn pledge of the nation- 
al faith teat no more should be issued, in order 
to prevom the bottom from fallma out and 

„leaving them without any value whatever. Sub- 

sequent acts of Congress promising coin re- 
demption and reducing the. quantity outstand- 
ing from 400 millions to 356 millions stopped 
the depreciation, restored public confidence, and 
improved their value by slow degrees until at 
last they reached par, when the fluctuations and 
uncertainties then ceased. We think it was 
Ben Butler who talked loudest in Congress 
about the beauties of an irredeemabdle, non- 
* exportable, cheap currency. He wanted pure 
flat and no tangible value in money.—Ep.]

The 
cement-gravel is superior to mac 
adam in several important points. 
First, it makes a more solid, adamantine, and 
durable road-bed, being small cobble, pebble, 
and gravel cemented together in one continuous 
mass; second, it nas a smoother, harder, and 
more even surface, being dressed off with 
cemented five gravel; third, consequently it re- 
quires less labor and expense for repairs,—never 
forming ruts, etc; fourth, there is less dust, 
and that not the offensive macadam lime dust. 

1 need not affirm that no macadem road- 
bed can possible cement together in a solid 
mass. having no cementing property, and re- 
» maining for ali time in separate, detacheu frag- 
ments of stone. 

The intelligent proprietors of the avenue un- 
derstand all these facte, and almost unanimous- 
ly favor gravel. This emphatic choice of sucha 
constituency should alone have great influence 
upon the decision of the honorable Commis- 
sioners. 

But let that decimon be whatever it may, 1 
am happy in the consciousness of an honest 
effort to promote the welfare of all parties 
legitimately interested.

The West Side Boulevards, 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Cuicaso, Aug. B.- We read a letter on this 
subject iu to-day’s Tumor, signed Seventh 
Ward.” We want another written by same 
party to explain how the location of the boule- 
vard on Washington street will compel any one 
in the Seventh Ward to go around three 
miles“ to get to the parks’ He should have 
written three blocks and then he ought to ex- 
plain, too, why it is not just as fair for bim to 
go three blocks further north to reach Wash- 
ington street, as it is for the residents of the 
Fourteenth Ward to go three blocks further 
south to reach Adams street. 

But “Seventh Ward” has let the cat out of 
the bag on another point. He says they will 
take Adams street to Califoruſa avenue, and 
then go north to Washington street. We are 
lad the plan has at last been divalged. 
Every Adams-street fellow we have taiked 
with has had a different olan, for of course, 
when pressed to the wall, they all admit that 
Adame street is not a through street. They 
never mention this matter until forced 
to, and we think South and North 
Side Aldermen i are not all aware 
that such is the fact. We believe that, while an 
ordinance placidg the boulevard on Adams 
street would be valid, euch selection would not 
accord ‘with the spirit of the law. A selection 
could probably be made such as would place the 
boulevard for a short distance on nearly every 
street between the river and the parks. For 
instance, it could run one block w 


or Holstein and back again, and still de 
a “continuous drive.” But nobody will pre- 
tend that this would accord with the spirit of the 
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Another objection to Adams street is its 
bridge and viaduct. The nuise of a bridge 
needs no picturing, but the viaduct is worse than 
the bridge. It is positively perilous to life and 
limb to drive a skittish horse over that inter- 
minable driveway with the continual passing of 
trains beneath vou. We stood on that viaduct 
a few days ago waiting on the bridge. During 
the time at least a dozen locomotives passed 
under us; we had a gentle horse, but our eres 
and lungs, to say nothing of our washerwoman, 
are still in a state of msurrection. 

Washington street has a tannel, and, notwith- 
standing the bowl of the “ Adame-street fel- 
lows,” this tunnel is largely used by light con- 
veyances. It is one of Chicago’s attractions 
through which all visitors wish to drive. Con- 
vevances often come over from Adams street 
and go through this tunnel fo avoid delay. 
This tunnel has cost 3 large sum of money, 
and must be kept in repair whether the boule- 
vard goes on Washington street or not. If the 
driveway should be located on Adams street, a 
large portion of the trayel thereon would go 
through the tunnel to avoid the bridge and 
viaduct. In any case people could take their 
choice, as no business street ourht to be made 
into a boulevard east of the river, and we think 
not east of Halsted street. There would neces- 
sarily be too much crossing of heavy teams, 
which would wear out the road, as well 
as interfere with driving. Nobody wants a park 
or a boulevard in the centre of the business dis- 
trict. CUhicago’s glory is her commercial great- 
ness, and her business streets should not be 
given up to play-grounds, We want to show 
visitors to this part of. the city, not graveied 
roads and shrubbery, but great stores and 
manufactories. 

Now, Mr. Editor, we own no land ou Wasrh- 
ington street, but write this to set forth what 
appear to us as facts which ought to be rerarded 
in the settlement of this controversy. .We have 
endeavored to avoid all personality, and all 
the stories pro and cop, which are being circu- 
lated by either party. This is not a Gpeation 
which ought to be settled according to per- 
sonal interest of anybody. It is too important. 
Especialiy is there no reason for Aldermen to 
get into a personal wrangle over the matter, 
and stir up a strife which may distarbd the well- 
known ‘‘harmony” in the Republican ran«s of 
the Eleventh and Twelfth Wards. it is “in ac- 
cordagee with the eternal fitness of things for 
us te get upa little excitement and engender a 
little bad blood“ when we hold a primarv. 
Bat this boulevard business is a wholly outside 
thing, which vught not to be introduced to dis- 
turb the existing entente cordiale.
